not spend a penny for lawyer’s or 
court fees. 
It is the intention to 
get the leaflet into the hands of ev­ 
ery workingman and woman in WI*, 
consin.

“ Prior to the passage of the work- \ 
m en’s compensation act only one out \ 
of seven injured workmen was able 
to recover damages, and then 
only 
after long litigation. 
According to I 
the most authentic information avail- I 
able, injured employes formerly col- 
leered about 
$300,000 
a year for 
their injuries but after 
they 
had 
paid doctor’s bills, lawyers, 
court 
fees, etc., they actually 
got 
only I 
$75,000. Court expenses growing out 
of these dam age suits were about 
$500,000 a year. 
In other words, it 
cost the taxpayers $500,000 a year 
to obtain $75,000 for injured work­ 
men or their dependents! 
“ As an example of how the old lia­ 
bility law worked, take the case of 
William Bibby, who lost an eye while 
operating a saw*. 
His employer car­ 
ried insurance. 
The insurance com­ 
pany, refusing to make a reasonable

NORMAL STUDENTS 
GET U. OF W. CREDITS 


Peculiar to W isconsin are the re­ 
lations between the normal schools 
and the state university, and the con­ 
nection between these institutions is 
of special interest to La Crosse in 
view of the location of the state nor­ 
mal school in this city. Few people 
realize that one-half of the work 
leading to the degree of bachelor 
of arts or bachelor of philosophy, as 
well as other degrees, can he done 
at home with practically no expense. 
Credit can be obtained at the uni­ 
versity of W isconsin for work done 
at the local school in tw o ways. The 
student in either case will spend two 
years at th e La Crosse school and 
two years at Madison, thus com plet­ 
ing his college work in the prescrib­ 
ed period of four years. 
If the student enrolls in a two year 
normal course, provided he is a high 
school graduate and has satisfied the 
requirem ents for 
entrance to the 
university, he can secure Bb hours 
credit (tw o years) at the university 
for the work done 
in 
this course. 
This m eans that he must take a for­ 
eign language at the normal school 
and in his elective subjects choose 
studies of college grade. 
Students 
who take this course usually have 
difficulty at the university because 
they do not plan their work at the 
normal school with reference to the 
university, but 
with any 
foresight 
and help of the faculty adviser the 
student can easily secure sixty cred­ 
its at the university of W isconsin. 
The second m ethod 
of 
securing 
tw o year credit is to enroll in the 
two year college course. 
This w’ork 
is strictly college work and will he 
credited in the college of letters and 
science, the course in com m erce, tho 
cours in jo u rn a lism , the college of 
agriculture; or as the required pre- 
legal or pre-medical studies leading 
to adm ission in these courses. 
In ad­ 
dition the first year of an engineer­ 
ing course is offered.

A m ericans W ear F lag 
T here are six thousand A m ericans 
in the city and all wear pinned to 
their breasts sm all A m erican flags. 
The scenes at the em bassy in the few 
days im m ediately after the d eclara­ 
tion of h ostilities w as stirring.

orm ous crow ds of A m ericans

British besieged the building en d eav­ 
oring to register.

But they prom ised trains— 
and steam ers if the w arring nations

soon as th e troops had been con vey­ 
ed to their stations. 
As soon as the 
m obilization 
was

on 
Thursday 
they 
furnished 
special 
train on which the first instalm en t of 
A m ericans w as 
sent to a neutral 
port. They also prom ised that 
other 
special trains would be put at the 
disposal o f the am bassador as soon 
as possible. 
Now’ as to how Berlin accepted the 
war— and th e scenes in Berlin are 
typical of w hat has happened in ev ­ 
ery Germ an city. 
T here has been no 
wild excitem ent. 
The w ave of patri­ 
otism that sw ep t the country affect­ 
ing all classes did not result in any­ 
one deceiving th em selv es as to the 
terrible task confronting th e F ath ­ 
erland. 
There w ere street parades, 
of course, but they w ere quiet 
af­ 
fairs, and the em peror in person ad­ 
dressed som e of the crow ds from the 
balcony of the palace. 
The spirit of 
the people is one of quiet d eterm in a­ 
tion. 
The national colors are show n 
from every flagstaff and from every 
house. 
Men and w om en alik e 
w’ear 
sm all flags on their breasts. 
The new s from the front is m ea­ 
gre. 
Only the brief bulletin s issued 
by the general staff which refer In 
terse language to m ovem ents, 
and 
the lists of the verified casu alties are 
published. 
Only after 
n am es and 
residences are verified are the lists 
of those slain published and this is 
necessarily a slow procedure. Crowds 
hang around the various public plac­ 
es where the bulletins 
are 
posted 
w aiting— silently w aitin g— for 
the 
word from the front that m ay m ean 
so m uch to them . 
N aturally there is a preponderance 
of w om en in the streets. 
But 
the 
heart w renching developm ents is the 
rapid increase of th e w om en w earing 
deep m ourning. W here a w eek ago 
bright 
colors 
predom inated 
now 
hundreds of th e w om en are in deep 
black. 
They are of all ages from the 
aged grey haired 
hausfrau 
to the 
fraulein 
of tender years. 
As they 
m eet they try vainly to com fort each 
other w hile those w ho are still hop­ 
ing their loved ones are to be saved, 
watch them in w h ite faced w onder, 
realizing full w ell that the next o f­ 
f i c i a l list m ay contain the nam e of 
som e one dear to them . 
It has been su ggested that the w o ­ 
men cease w earing m ourning as an 
outward sym bol of sorrow’. Leading 
Berlin wom en have taken up the su g ­ 
gestion and it is now’ being co n sid ­ 
ered. 
T he general sta ff is in con stan t 
touch with the front. There is no 
evidence 
of 
discouragem ent. True, 
the resistance of B elgium had been 
under-estim ated. 
But 
the 
German 
arm y is now in action and the g en ­ 
eral forward m ovem ent is declared 
to be in progress along the lines or­ 
iginally laid down. 
There is absolutely no n e w s from 
the fleet. R um ors of action have been 
circulated but up to the present none 
is confirm ed and the general staff d e­ 
clines to com m en t on them .
